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School Board to Hold Hearings 
Phase Out Busing 


On Plan to

Court-ordered busing for de- 
segregation purposes will 
end in Prince Georges Coun- 
ty if the school system’s 
ambitious new plan for 
neighborhood schools can 
clear several hurdles: 
gaining the acceptance of 
voters, winning funding 
from county and state gov- 
ernments, and most of all, 
persuading the federal dis- 
trict count that ordered bus- 
ing in 1972—and the plain- 
tiffs in the original lawsuit— 
that the new plan is the best 
way to serve the educational 
needs of Prince Georges 
County students. 

The Board of Education will 
hold a series of public hearings 
on the plan, the first to be held 
at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School on Monday, Oct. 3, at 7 
p.m, The purpose of the hear- 
ings is to elicit public comment 
onthe plan and_to outline its 
elements, the details of which 
have been made available in a 
report to the school board by 
School Superintendent Edward 
M. Felegy. 

The plan anticipates building 
a number of new schools and 
adding classrooms to accommo- 
date the 11,500 students now be- 
ing bused who would be reas- 
signed to schools closer to home, 
It also envisions a number of 
other measures to improve the 
quality of education for all 
county students, including ex- 
panding programs to help nar- 
row the gap between black and 
white academie achievement. 

The plan carries a hefty price 
tag: About $340 million, phased 
in over eight years, according to 
Suzanne Plogman, school board 
member for District 2, which in- 
cludes Greenbelt. The school 
board’s budget for the current 
fiscal year is $650 million. 

About half of the new money 
is for facilities—building new 
schools, re-opening old ones, and 
adding new classrooms onto ex- 
isting schools. The rest of the 
money is for staffing and sup- 
plying the new facilities and ex- 
panding programs. 

The plan envisions continuing 
all current “magnet” school pro- 
grams, and expanding the num- 
ber of schools having so-called 
“Milliken II” programs. Both 
programs were conceived as al- 
ternatives to additional invol- 
untary busing of students. 
County magnet programs usual- 
ly attempt to draw students of 
diverse backgrounds into schools 
with predominantly African-Am- 
erican student bodies. Milliken 
II programs put more resources 
into nearly all-black schools 
where busing is not feasible. 

Greenbelt Schools Affected 

All of Greenbelt’s schools 
would be affected by the changes 
in student assignments proposed 


by the plan, primarily by reas- 
signing students now bused to 
Greenbelt schools for desegrega- 
tion purposes to schools closer 
to where they live. 

Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
students from Lanham _ and 
Dodge Park would be reassigned 
to Duval and Fairmont Heights, 
respectively. Greenbelt Middle 
School students from Palmer 
Park, Cheverly, Beaver Heights, 
and Kentland would be reassign- 
ed to Hill Road, a 900-student 
middle school proposed to be 
built in 1998-99, 

Elementary schools would also 
be affected. Students from Wash- 
ington Heights now bused to 
Greenbelt Elementary School 
would be reassigned to John 
Carroll. Springhill Lake Ele- 
mentary School students now 
bused from Carmody Hills and 
Fairmont Heights would be re- 
assigned to Oakcrest and Seat 
Pleasant Elementary Schools, re- 
spectively. 

Only a small number of stu- 
dents residing in Greenbelt are 
bused out of the city under the 
court mandate. These students, 
who live in Springhill Lake 
Apartments, would be reassigned 
to Springhill Lake Elementary 
School. 

Legal Hurdles 

The legal and rhetorical task 

before the school board is not 


simple, for returning students to 
neighborhood school assignments 
will, as the plan acknowledges, 
increase racial separation in 
school assignments from what 
it would be otherwise, at least 
in some respects. 

For example, implementing 
the plan would increase the 
number of elementary schools 
with at least 90% black students 
from 23 to 40, a rise of 74%. 

Countervailing such a trend, 
however, is the continuing rise 
of the proportion of African- 
American students in all areas. 
For example, despite the reas- 
signment of African-American 
students to neighborhood  ele- 
mentary schools, the number of 
schools with predominantly non- 
black students will shrink from 
27 to 23. And of those schools 
that are projected to remain pre- 
dominantly non-black under the 
new plan, most (59%) are never- 
theless anticipated to increase 
the proportion of black students 
enrolled there. 

There, in a nutshell, is the 


rub for any court-mandated bus-— 


ing for desegregation. In Prince 
Georges County, the pool of 
white and other non-African-Am- 
erican students has been stead- 
ily shrinking, making it increas- 
ingly more difficult to attain 
mandatory desegregation goals.

City OK’s Cable Transfer

Greenbelt, and northern Prince Georges County, could 
soon have a new cable franchise owner. The current 
franchise holder, Maryland Cable Corp., which operates 
under the name MultiVision, has filed for bankruptcy. 
It is attempting to transfer the municipal and county fran- 
chises it owns to Maryland Cable Partners as part of a 


reorganization plan. 

When cable franchises were 
granted in the county, many mu. 
nicipalities negotiated agreements 
separately from the county gov- 
ernment. As a_ result, each 
franchising authority must ap- 
prove transfer of its franchise. 
To increase their negotiating 
power, many of the municipali- 
ties served by MultiVision band- 
ed together with thescounty gov- 
ernment. 

‘All governments involved in the 
agreement have now approved 
the terms of ‘the agreement. 
Greenbelt approved the agreement 
and related resolutions by unani- 
mous votes at its September 12 
regular meeting. The reorgani- 
zation plan still must be approved 
by the bankruptey court. The 
court will consider the plan on 
September 30, 

Transfer Terms 

Under the terms of the trans- 
fer, Maryland Cable Partners 
must assume all the commitments 
of MultiVision, In addition, un- 
less federal cable regulations are 
revised, the costs of the transfer 
cannot be passed along to cus- 
tomers. The county and munici- 


pal governments will be reim- 
bursed for their transfer related 
expenses, up to a total of $175,- 
000. 

Greenbelt will get a lump sum 
payment of $152,040 within seven 
days of the transfer. Greenbelt 
and MultiVision had disagreed 
over whether the cable company 
owed the city a 1% access fee in 
addition to its franchise fees. 
Once the new company pays this 
sum to the city, it will be re. 
lieved of any further access fee 
responsibility until expiration of 
the current franchise agreement. 

System Upgrades 

Under the agreement, Maryland 
Cable Partners agrees to spend 
$2.5 million to upgrade the sys- 
tem. The improvements include 
a reduction in the number of 
amplifiers (which should improve 
signal quality), installation of 
standby power supplies so that 
power outages in one area will 
not black out all areas further 
down the system, conversion to 
fiber optics and provision of 
more channels,

1,200 customers were affected. 
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Put to Rest? 


I had hoped that the Parker 
v. Wallace saga would die down, 
but alas, it seems that it is not 
to be. The 9/22 News Review 
contains yet another letter on 
the subject. Some statements in 
these letters were clearly made 
without full knowledge of the 
facts and I feel compelled to set 
the record straight. 


Mr. Wallace was referred to in 
a 9/1 letter as an “outsider”. 
Mr. Wallace has been a GHI 
member since 1986, and can hard- 
ly be called an “outsider”. He 
Was appointed to the Resales Is- 
sues Committee with the GHI 
Board’s full knowledge that he 
is not only a GHI member, but 
also a local realtor specializing 
in GHI units. Subsequently, an- 
other GHI member who is also a 
realtor was appointed to the 
Committee. 


Much has been made in these 
letters about the material Mr. 
Wallace supposedly sent to po- 
tential committee members. It 
would have been better had it 
not been on his business letter- 
head, but that’s water over the 
dam. What’s most important 
here is how the material really 
got to the committee. 


During the 6/16 meeting of 
the Board of Directors, we dis- 
cussed the perception that the 
combination of a mortgage pay- 
ment and our monthly fees was 
considerably more than their 
costs would be in purchasing 
outside GHI. Mr. Wallace volun- 
teered to provide some compari- 
isons and the Board accepted his 
offer. Mr. Wallace subsequently 
presented his promised material 
to the Board of Directors at our 
7/21 meeting. During that meet- 
ing the Board referred the ma- 
terial to the Resales Issues Com- 
mittee for their consideration. 

If you believe that this ma- 
terial should never have been 
provided to the committee, then 
blame the Board of Directors, 
not Mr. Wallace. 

Another bone of contention 
seems to be over material being 
sent to committee members pri- 
or to a meeting. I have found it 
to be routine practice to provide 
material prior to meetings so 
that it can be studied ahead of 
time. Personally, it aggravates 
me to arrive at a meeting, be 
presented a bunch of new mater- 
ial, and then be expected to dis- 
cuss it intelligently that same 
evening. 

Another big point in the let- 
ters is in regard to the possible 
benefit to Mr. Wallace’s busi- 
ness. If we, GHI, succeed (as we 
hope) in increasing the marketa- 
bilityof GHI homes, of course it 
will benefit his business. It will al- 
so benefit every other realtor sel- 
ling GHI units. However, we did 
not establish the committee to 
benefit realtors, we did it to 
benefit the many GHI members 
who have been trying, in some 
cases in vain for two or more 
years, to sell their units. Any 
benefit to realtors will be but a 
natural result of our efforts to 
benefit members, whether we 
have realtors on the committee 
or not. 

In my view, we cannot hope 
to succeed in this effort without 
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substantial input from realtors. 
We have to know what the im- 
pediments are. Where are we to 
learn what prospective buyers 
think other than from realtors? 
After all, they are the ones that 
are in daily contact with pro- 
spective buyers, not the rest of 
us. 

One final point. The Board of 
Directors has appointed 12 GHI 
members to the committee, only 
two of whom are realtors. Re- 
cently the members of the com- 
mittee chose Mr. Wallace to 
serve as Acting Chair during 
the Chair’s absence. It appears 
that at least a majority of the 
committee members have no 
problem with having realtors on 
the committee. 

Can we now put this issue (or 
perhaps non-issue) to rest? 
Please?

I have taken my 
grandchildren to the pool a num- 
ber of times (they are both 
three and a half), and they have 
never complained that the temp- 
erature was too low. For one who 
exercises, you do not want the 
temperature to be too high, eith- 
er in the water or out of the 
water. 


What really got me angry is 
the writer taking off after the 
life guards, when they can not 
defend themselves. I do not know 
whether the writer has ever been 
a life guard, but take it from 
one who has, it is no easy job, 
and has a lot of responsibilities. 
To say real lifeguards do not 
wear shirts while working, is an 
insult to the life guards at the 
pool. In fact a good life guard 
should never have to take his or 
her shirt off nor ever get wet. 


The statement that lifeguards are 


lazy and are trying to reduce 
the pool attendance by keeping 
the temperature down is even 
more of an insult. Life guards 
have to be alert when in the chair 
whether there are one or twenty 
people in the pool. They have to 
feel comfortable to stay alert. The 
only time I have seen lifeguards 
read is when they are on breaks, 
and this has to be quite fre- 
quently if they are to be at full 
attention when on pool duty. 


I think the the least the writ- 
er can do is offer an apology to 
the life guards and the pool staff 
for his intemperate remarks.

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Prospective GHI Budget Shows Probable Increase

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors re- 
ceived its first presentation of a 
part of the budget for the new 
year at its September 22 meet- 
ing. The first section presenta- 
tion consisted primarily of some 
big expenditure items over 
which GHI has little or no con- 
trol. This section ineluded esti- 
mates for real estate taxes, trash 


collection, insurance and _ debt 
service.

Overdurff and Finance Director 
Paul Sinner are estimating a five 
percent increase in property tax- 
es and a ten-cent increase in the 
overall property tax rate.

costs for the corporation to go 
up by $15,000 to $132,302, a 10 
percent increase. Overdurff ad- 
vised that staff has no idea what 
will happen with insurance at 
this time. Turnbull noted that 
insurance costs were less than 
estimated for this current year. 
Overdurff told the board that it 
could cut this item if it wished, 
and that if the budget is less 
than the actual costs, the board 
could use contingency funds to 
make up the difference. 


Debt service will remain the 
same, as the amount of principal 
paid off increases as the amount 
of interest owed decreases. Staff 
does project some increase in 
debt for special member financ- 
ing, but the members receiving 
the benefits will be paying the 
costs. Debt service will total

The play may by called “Play it Again, Sam” but it is 
this theatre-lover’s opinion that “Play it Again, Allan and 
Linda” would have been the appropriate title for this mad- 
cap duo that entertained, exasperated and romanced its 
audience with their amusing antics from beginning to end. 


Lloyd Rawley was so perfectly 
cast in his “dream role” that 
there were times when I feared 
for his sanity. He made me 
wonder if it was really Lloyd 
and not Allan that was being 
tugged between the alter egos 
of Nancy, his shallow ex-wife, 
and Bogey, his favorite movie 
idol, 

While busily consuming Peanut 
M&M’s, I deliberated which con- 
cerned me more — Allan’s con- 
sumption of six aspirins to calm 
his nerves, his reading the back 
of album covers to impress his 
date, or maybe it was his boast 
of putting away a quart of bour- 
bon a day or memorizing a Nikon 
ad so he could be “up” on today’s 
photo lingo. In amy case, it didn’t 
amount to a hill of Peanut M&Ms 
because Lloyd was Allan — the 
epitome of the neurotic, type 
“A” personality who hovered 
on Freudian extremes for those 
two imaginative ‘hours, just to be 
saved by the delightful Linda. 

Linda Christie, the charming 
wife of Allan’s best friend, played 
by an endearingly, sincere Jill 
Rush — is the play’s heroine, 
a mass of nerves herself, whose 
appetite for drama and overdosing 
on prescriptions can only be 
matched by Allan’s. At first, 
Linda appears to be just a super- 
ficial, empty-headed, corporate- 
image-wife for Dick Christie. Her 
growth into a warm, caring, 3- 
dimensional human is a subtle 
transformation. Through Allan’s 
loneliness, sie comes to terms 
with her own and is able to enrich 
both their analyst-ridden lives. 
They prove that the theory “op. 
posites attract” does not always 
a romance make. Jill Rush has 
my vote for best supporting ac- 
tress. 

In addition to the leading 
characters who were superbly 
played, their talents were show- 
cased by three diamonds in the 


east. Lou Yakstis, who played 


the corporate hotshot Dick Chris- __§ 
tie, was a great mainstay and 


laughable side kick for Jill Rush. 
Allan would have been lost with- 
out his alter egos — Rosanne 
Tingley, who played Nancy, and 
Claude Nogay, who played Bogey. 
Rosanne convinced the audience 
just how bad she was for Allan 
and anyone else she came in con. 
tact with. 

This was Claude’s debut at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center (GAC), 
and as Bogey himself. he could- 
n’t have been more smooth — but 
he had some lines feminists love 
to hate. As for the versatile 
Lauren Beth Hall — I hope your 
parents see the show. 

I would also like to applaud 
set designers, It was a treat to 
see movie posters of old classics 
like’ Casablanca,” ‘Psycho,” 
“Vertigo,” “High Noon,” and 
“Singin’ in the Rain.” 

As a final note, it seems that 
I have come full circle at the 
GAC with “Play it Again, Sam.” 
The first play I enjoyed there 
was “Androcles and the Lion,” 
also starring Lloyd Rawley. At 
that time, GAC’s move to the 
current location was very recent. 
It was hard to tell where the 
stage ended and the audience be- 
gan, except that the people on 
the stage were all wearing funny 
clothes. The cosmetic improve- 
ments to the GAC have been 
tremendous, owing to the contri- 
butions and efforts of its suppor- 
ters. However, it is still an un- 
derrated jewel in the rough. I en- 
courage Greenbelt and its neigh- 
bors to support the GAC. They 
wil] find a lot of unmined talent 
just waiting to be discovered, I 
say this because I laughed, I 
chuckled and I rolled my eyes 
there — not because my fortune 
cookie said I was “very expres- 
sive and positive in words, act 
and feeling.”

Currently, each of the fran- 
chise agreements involved expires 
on a different date. The agree- 
ment incorporates Maryland Ca-

Public Hearing 


Earlier in the meeting, council 
held a public hearing on cable 
rates.

County schools were almost 
three-fourths white in 1972 when 
the lawsuit was decided. They 
are now 69% black and project- 
ed to rise further to 77% over 
the next five years. 

These changing demographics 
are a major impetus for phasing 
out mandatory busing, and have 
consequences under the current 
arrangement which even some 
advocates acknowledge occasion- 
ally border on the absurd. Some 
of the county’s black students, 
for example, are currently being 
bused to predominantly black 
schools, a result not anticipated 
by the courts. 

Schools in the state of Mary- 
land were racially segregated by 
law until the Supreme Court 
struck down such laws in 1954. 
Later court decisions required 
busing students where it could 
be shown that vestiges of past 
legal segregation persisted in 
patterns of school attendance 
that were de facto segregated. 

The school system’s plan is 
decidedly not a return to the 
status quo prior to the county’s 
court-mandated and _ voluntary 
desgregation efforts, according 
to Plogman. In addition to ex- 
panding facilities, resources, and 
programs, the plan also includes

specific goals for improving ac- 
ademic achievement and new 
research tools—principally a 
sophisticated new database—for 
evaluating its progress. 


“We have to have strong com- 
mitment, in the eyes of plaintiffs 
and federal court judge, for 
educational improvement,” she 
said. “There would be skepticism 
from the plaintiffs if such goals 
and evaluation were not a criti- 
cal part of the plan... We 
have to prove to the plaintiffs 
and the judge that the system 
has a commitment to raising lev- 
els of all students, particularly 
African-American students.”

ling the change in strategy is 
saving money. 

Implementing the new plan 
will be far more costly than con- 
tinuing current court-ordered 
busing, which currently costs 
$1.4 million per year. (Elimin- 
ating that expense has. been 
factored into the school system’s 
projected costs for the neigh- 
borhood schools plan.) 


Several big-ticket items dom- 
inate the $172.4 million in an- 
ticipated increased capital ex- 
penditures: $94.66 million for 10 
new elementary schools, $36.8 
million for construction of a new 
high school, and $15.5 million for 
the new Hill Road Middle School. 

Adding new classrooms makes 
up the bulk of the additional 
costs. For example, new class- 
rooms to accommodate the re- 
assignment to neighborhood

schools of students currently 
bused to Springhill Lake Ele- 
mentary will cost $3 million. 
(Those new classrooms are to 
include students from other ar- 
eas as well.) 

The plan anticipates a gradu- 
ual crescendo of capital expendi- 
tures over a five-year period, 
starting with $6.6 million in 
1996-97, peaking at $95.7 million 
in 1998-99, and dropping off to 
$33.9 million the following and 
final year. 


Political Hurdles 


The reasons for the gradual 
phase-in are partly political, ac- 
cording to Plogman. The brunt 
of capital expenditures have tra- 
ditionally been borne by the 
state, and the school system 
“can’t expect a large sum of 
money up front,” she said. 

Other political hurdles lie a- 
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head. The school board will have 
to convince county officials, who 
have not fully funded board ~ 
budget requests in the past, to 
help fund the new plan. “Budget 
cuts over the last four years,” 
says a section of Felery’s re- 
port on the plan, “. . . have re- 
duced support staff and services, 
depleted classroom materials, 
and increased class sizes system- 
wide.” 


Plogman says that the board 
is “somewhat optimistic” about 
its prospects, anticipating a large 
number of newly-elected county 
councilmembers, as well as a new 
county executive. “This is a 
chance to see if people are seri- 
ous about their commitment to 
education,” she said. “The future 
of the county is tied to the suc- 
cess or failure of the _ school 
system.”
